A PLEA FOR WILD FLOWERS. 


It is to the interest of every one tliat 
beautiful and characteristic plants be 
guarded from extermination, It is be- 
lieved that every one will be ready 
to aid in this work if once he or she 
fully realizes the danger with which 
these plants are now threatened. 

It is not our wish to discourage un- 
necessarily the gathering of wild 
flowers and. ferns for decorative pur- 
poses. We ask only that they be picked 
with care and discrimination. Such a 
flower, for example, as the blue-bell 
should always be cut with the scissors. 
or a knife, rather than picked, to pre- 
vent its being uprooted; and, even 
when cut, care should be taken two 
gather it only Where it grows mest 
abundantly, that no picturesque tuft 
be so completely done away with as to 
set no seeds for another year. Where 
| there is an especially fine plant or 

colony, or where there is ‘a sinzle 
plant or a small colony, why not 
leave at least half the flowers for 
i seed in the case giving nature a 
chance to perpetuate and develop the 
best, and in the other helping nature 
to extend her work of beautifying our 
surroundings ? 

The pink lady’s-slipper, or moccasin- 
flower, the purple fringed orchid, the 
calopogon, pogonia, and indeed all the 


crchids should be cut (not picked) 
fairly high up the stem, leaving, 
whenever possible, the lower leaves 


intact.

moderation. Such fragile blossoms are 
more effective if not heavily massed, 
but arranged a few sprays by them- 
selves, . 

From the purchase of the rare flow- 
ers, especially of the purple fringed 
crchid, sabbatia, fringed gentians, or 
mayflower, we urge every 6ne to ab- 
stain. Children sometimes offer them 
forsale, innocently enough, but those 
who. buy, and so induce’ the, gathering 
and selling, are thé most dangerous 
enemies of all rare salable flowers. 

The bunch-berry is another which {8 
less abundant now<than it was a few 
yearS ago, owing, we fear, to careless 
uprooting, and-stands in need of pro- 
tection, : 

Ferns also: should be picked with 
care, and not too freely, unless in 
spots where they are unusually abun- 
dant. The same caution should be 
used against breaking branches from 
shruvs and trees in a rude fashion as 
not only to cause a temporary disfig- 
urement, but perhaps a permanent in- 
jury. The hobble-bush whose effective 
leaves and brilliant berries decorate 
gaily the woods of late summer, is fre- 
quently a victim to careless pick- 
ing. 

The flowers growing in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of the of the road- 
side are a joy to the many. Is it too 
much to ask that these be left to de- 
light the eyes of the passer-by, and 
that the flowers desired for decorative 
purposes be sought a few feet from 
the highway ore ven from the trail? 
These roadside plants are constantly 
enjoyed by those who by reason af 
age or some infirmity could otherwise 
never see them.

While in 
1903 the average wages per hour in- 
creased 16.13 per cent above the aver- 
age of the period from 1890 to 1899, the 
retail prices for food advanced 3.13 per 
cent. This makes it appear that the 
increase in purchasing power of the 
hourly wage has been 5.14 per cent. 


Pullman Shops Closed. 

The Pullman car shops were ciosed 
down Aug. 1 indefinitely, causing 6,000 
more men to be thrown out of employ- 
ment, making a total of 12,000 in the 
last month. Lack of orders for new 
cars was said to have caused the shut- 
down. 


Lowell Cotton Mills Quit. 

The cotton mills of the Boott Manu- 
facturing company at Lowell, Mass., 
were shut down Aug. 1 for one month, 
throwing 1,640 operatives out of work. 
This will decrease the cloth output of 
that city by 2,000,000 yards. The sus- 
pension is due to a dull market. 


Galveston’s Sea Wall Done. 

The great sea wall, 17,539 feet long, 
16 feet wide at base and 5 at top, with 
a 27 foot apron, which the city of Gal- 
veston has been constructing since the 
great flood at a cost of $1,198,318, was 
completed July 29. The filling in of 
the space behind the wall is expected 
to cost over $1,000,000. 


Ready For Anthracite Strike. 

The exeécttiye board of the anthra- 
cite mine workers, in session at Wilkes- 
barre, “Aug. 1, decided that the order 
of the Pittston convention, directing a 
strike at all collieries» where: Umpire 
Wright’s decision as to check weigh- 
men was not enforced, should be 
obeyed? At the same time the action, 
of the miners’ men on the conciliation 
board in refusing to allow the decision 
to be reconsidered, as proposed by the 
operators, Was sustained. This action 
cleared the way for a series of strikes, 
which at any moment might be de- 
clared, affecting 82,000 men employed 
in twelve collieries. 


Leiter Gets an Injunction. 

The coal company conducted by Jo- 
seph Leiter at Ziegler, Ill., obtained a 
federal injunction, Aug. 1, prohibiting 
the union miners not only from picket- 
ing the premises, but from persuading 
the men to quit work and from inter- 
fering with trains going to or from 
Ziegler. Nevertheless the first attempt 
to import nonunion men was frustrated 
when the union leaders met the strike 
breakers at Pickneyville and persuaded 
them to retreat. 


Machinists Want’ Half Holiday. 

President O'Connell and a delegation 
of the International Association of Ma- 
chinists have called on President Roose- 
velt at Washington and urged him 
to order a Saturday half holiday for 
all machinists in the government em- 
ploy, about 12,000 in number. They | 
also wish to have their wages increased 
from $3.60 to $4 a day.

The strike followed a fail- 
ure to adjust differences on hours and 
wages. 

Teamsters Aiding the Butchers. 

Two new factors entered the beef 
strike last week. Ore was the decision 
of the Teamsters’ union to discontinue 
delivery of ice to the meat dealers, 
The effect of this was to embarrass 
many of the dealers by limiting their 
supplies. The other factor was the ar- 
rival of a train load of immigrant 
strike breakers direct from Ellis island, 
New York. The freight handlers were 
also ordered by their leaders to refuse 
to handle beef trust goods. The pack- 
ers continued to do business on about 
a 50 per cent seale, and 400 union men 
returned to work. In the neighbor- 
hood of the stockyards there were 
daily collisions between police and 
strikers. At Omaha Governor Mickey 
went among the strikers dressed as a 
laboring man, and then decided that 
there was no need for sending state 
troops at present. The department of 
commerce and labor began an investi- 
gation into the strike. For alleged vio- 
lation of the sweeping injunction is- 
sued by Judge Munger at Omaha 
150 strikers were arrested. In Slvux 
City the militin was called on to pre- 
serve order.

A Bishop Blessed Saloon. 

Liquor men, temperance men, tee- 
totalers, clergymen, laymen, sociolo- 
gists and reformers of every type from 
one end of the country to the other 
have been thrown into a flutter of pros 
and cons by the formal dedication of a 
drinking house known as the “Subway 
Tavern,” at the corner of Bleecker and 
Mulberry streets, New York city, Aug, 
2. The unusual interest attaching to 
this event centers in two circumstances 
—namely, that Bishop Potter of the 
Episcopal church made the dedicatory 
address and that the sale of all kinds 
of intoxicating drinks of good quality 
is permitted in the 
tavern. The idea 
is said’ to have 
been conceived by 
Joseph Johnson, 
Jr. He proceeds 
on the theory that 
since there must 
saloons he

Bishop Potter. pie. A number of 


prominent reformers joined him in or- 
ganizing a company to conduct this 
tavern and others like it if this proves 
successful. All profifs above 5 per 
cent on the investment are to go to- 
ward starting other saloons of this 
sort. Besides alcoholic beverages the 
tavern serves tea, coffee, cocoa and all 
kinds of soft drinks. These, however, 
are offered in a room separate from 
the regular bar, to which women are 
not admitted. Good pictures, games 
and tables are provided so as to en- 
courage sociability and good fellowship 
among those who patronize the place. 
Bishop Potter esjecially commended 
the idea that the proprietor was not 
to receive any. profit from the sale of 
hard drinks, but was to have a com- 
mission from the'sale of soft drinks., 
He argued that since the saloon is the 
poor: man’s place of recreation it 
should therefore be made better and 
more xttractive, such that his wife 
and family Could Visit without loss of 
self respect. He declared that the éf- 
fort to place a ban on the saloon by. 
legislation had been one of the most 
tragic failures of modern history. In- 
toxicants are not to be sold to any one 
who returns in an intoxicated condi- 
tion. From every, quarter have come 
protests from clergymen and temper- 
ance reformers. 


New Child Labor Evasion. 

Wholesale evasions of the new child 
labor law of Illinois are reported at 
Chicago by the state factory inspector. 
He has found that nearly 1,000 children 
of that city who were driven from the 
factories by the law are now working 
at their old tasks in their own homes 
under worse conditions, the factory 
owners having transferred the box and 
paper bag and stamping machines to 
the homes.

Almost exactly ten years after Hon. 
| Samuel Phillips had founded Phillips 
Academy, or to be exact on May 21, 1788,

agreed to a transfer of a large tract of 
land lying on Ellis River in Cumberland 
County, to a band of men then promi- 
nent in our town. Wednesday of this 
week, Aug. 10, a hundred years after 
| the fruit of that first transfer had been 
| harvested in an established township in 
the new state of Maine the descendants 


| action held their centennial anniversary. 
The interest that Andover had in the 
| early days of that little Maine town was 
much deeper than that of today but it 
cannot fail to be of great interest to 
| many of our older citizens to review for 
|@ moment the work of old Andover in 
| colonizing this new settlement down 
East. 

have ever come to Andover men every- 
where, are the names of the original 
settlers of the Maine town, Abbot, Far- 
nam, Johnson, Lovejoy, Merrill, Poor, Ste- 
vens — original settlers of the first And- 
over in 1646, it was most natural that 
they should be pioneers into the further 
East. Their agreement took ina tract 
| of land eight miles long and six miles 
wide, beautifully located on the Ellis 
river. The necessary meetings and plan- 
nings for the first seven years were held 
in Andover, Mass., and all business for 
the new township was transacted heré, 
| In 1795, the “settlers” seem ,to have be- 
gun to “settle’ and the land was gradu- 
ally taken up. 

‘The early history .of the little Maine 
town, for it came to be a town of Maine 
when that state was cut out of Massa- 
chusetts, is like that of many other 
towns started out of the early Massa- 
chusetts life, but its development was 
ever secure with such names for its 
spousers as those which have been 
written above. ’

As has been said, the town is situated

Attempt to Capture Hen Thief. 


An attempt was made by the police of 
North Andover to arrest George Tuc- 
ker who it is alleged is the thief who 
has been a menace to the poultry 
owners in town for some time past. 
The depredations have been so num- 
erous and the losses so great that the 
ofticials have kept busy in order to find 
a clue to the perpetrator. 

A few days ago it was discovered 
where the market for the Jost birds ras 
and since that time evidence ‘has been 
gathered which pointed to Tucker as 
the thief. 

On Tuesday Tucker’s house was vis- 
ited by otHcers of North Andover, under 
George Harris, for the purpose of arrest- 
ing the alleged thief. They were un- 
successful, kowever,. as ‘Tucker was 
warned. in time to make good his escape. 

When the officers hastily drove into 
the yard the thief jumped through a 
rear window and ran for the woods clad’ 
only in trousers and a shirt. He eluded 
his captors who made chase. 

It is said that if Tucker is caught and 
convicted he will be severely sentenced 
as he has served in jail before for the 
same ottence. 

The fugitive is one of the notorious 
Tucker brothers well known in town. 
Some three years ago he and his brother 
were sentenced to seven years in state 


prison, Officer Moulton Batchelder, 
then a member of the state police, 
brought the crime home to _ both 


brothers and had them convicted. One 
of them died ip prison shortly after, but 
before his death confessed to being 
solely responsible for the crimes for 
which they were sentenced. This con- 
fession was urged in behalf of a pardon 
for the brother, now a fugitive, and he 
was given his liberty. ‘Since then he 
has resorted to his old life and is again 
wanted on several charges of breaking 
and entering and cattle stealing.

Premier Balfour Sustained. 

A motion .to censure the British gov- 
ernment was made in the house of 
commons by the Liberal leader, Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman,. Aag. 1, 
based on the part taken by Chamber- 
lain and other members of the cabi- 
net in the proceedings in the Liberal 
Unionist council in favor of a- tariff 
policy involving the taxation of food. 
Mr, Balfour declared he was still a free 
trader, but thought it the duty of his 
government to see whether the evils 
produced by protectionist countries in 
neutral markets could not be restriet- 
ed. The motion was rejected by a vote 
of 288 to 210. 


France Breaks With Vatican. 

The expected happened July 30 when 
the French charge d'affaires at the 
Vatican received orders from Paris to 
discontinue diplomatic relations _be- 
cause the bishops of Dijon and Laval 
had been sent to Rome without the con- 
sent of the French government. The 
papal nuncio at Paris on the same day 
was recalled. As it requires parlia- 
mentary sanction to denounce the con- 
cordat, no important results are antici- 
pated until parliament assembles. The 
bishep of Dijon, who obeyed the sum- 
mons and went to Rome, has been no- 
tified that he committed a breach of 
the concordat and his stipend has been 
stopped. 


Russia Makes Answer. 


In a formal statement to the British 
government, Aug. 1, Russia sald that 
the British steamship Malacca had 
been seized because her commander re- 
fused to show his papers and was re- 
leased on the official assurance of Eng- 
land that her cargo was not contra- 
band. At the same time the Russian 
government insisted on its right to 
search neutral vessels and to seize 
them if necessary. In regard to the 
Arabia, a German ship under Amer. 
ican charter, which sailed from Port- 
land, ,Ore., to Japan with Ameriéan 
flour and railway material, Russia con- 
tends that this part of the cargo -is 
contraband and is therefore subject to 
confiscation. Both British and Ameri- 
can authorities disagree with this con- 
clusion.

able to call attention to the fast that 
the people, in whom al] power resides, 
have seen fit, through the medinm of 
the Constituti6n, to limit the govern- 
mental powers conferred and to sty to 
departments created bv it: “Thus far 
shalt thou go and no farther.’ To 
cure the ends sought the people have 
by the Constitution separated ard dis- 
tributed among the three departments 
of government—the executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial—certain powers, and 
it is the duty of those administering 
each department so to act as to pre- 
serve, rather than to destroy, the po- 
tency of the co-ordinate branches of 
the government, and thus secure the 
exercise of all the powers conferrec by 
the people.

Thomas Jefferson, in a letter to Wil- 
liam €. Jarvis, touching the perpetuity 
of our institutions, written many years 
after he had r‘ired to” private life, 
said:. “If the three powers of our gov- 
ernment maintain their mutual! inde- 
pendence of each other, it may last 
long but not so if either can assume the 
au‘hority of the other.” It must be 
confessed that in the course of our his- 
tory executives have empioyed powers 


not belonging to them: statutes have 
been passed that were expressly fer- 
bidden by the Constitution and. stat- 


utes have been set aside as unconsti- 
tutional when it was difficult to peint 
out the provisions said to be offended 
against in their enactment; all this has 
been done with a good purpose, ne 
doubt, but in disregard, nevertheless, of 
the fact that. ours is a government of 
laws. not°of men, deriving its “just 
powers from the consent of the govern- 
ed.” If we would have our government 
continue during the ages to come, for 
the benefit of those who shall succeed 
us, we must ever be on our. guard 
against thedanger of usurpation ofthat 
authority which resides in the whol 
people, whether the usurpation be by 
officiils representing one of the three 
great departments * government, or PY 
a body of men acting without a com- 
mission from the yeople. 


Impatience of the restrains of law, 
as well as of its delavs, is becoming 
more and more manifest from day fo 
day. Within the past few years many 
instances have *een brought to our at- 
tention, where in different parts of our 
beloved country supposed = criminals 
have been seized and punished bya 
mob notwithstanling the fact that the 
Constitution of each state guarantees 
to every person within its jurisdiction 
that his life. his libertv or his prop- 
erty shall not be taken from him with- 
out due process of law. . 

*n a struggle between employers and 
employees... dynamite is said to have 
been used bv the latter. resulting in 
the loss of life and the destruction of 
property. The ~ernetrators of this f- 
fence against the laws of God andj man 
and all other engaged in the consniracy 
with them. should, after due tr‘ai and 
the most’ rigorous vunishment known 
to the law. This crime, added perhaps 
to others, led to the farmation of 4 
committee of citizens that. with the 
support of the military authority.

The foregoing :suggestions! But, em - 
phasize the distinction which exists he- 
tween our own and many other ferms 
of government. It has. been well said, 
in substance, that there are but two 
powers in government, one the power 
of the sword, sustained by the hand 
that wields it, and the other the power 
of the law, sustained by an enlightenea 
public sentiment. The difference in 
these powers is the difference between 
a republic—such as ours, based on law 
and a written constitution, supported 
by intelligence, virtue and patriotism— 
and a monarchy—sustained by force 
exerted by an individual, uncortrolted 
by laws other than those made. or 
sanctioned by him; one represents Con- 
stitutionalism, the other Imperialism. 


The present tariff law is unjust in 
its operation, excessive in many of its 
rates and so framed in particular in- 
stances as to exact inordinate profits 
from the people. So well understooa 
has this view become that many prvni- 
jnent members of the Republican par- 
ty, and at least two of its state con- 
ventions, have dared to voice the gen- 
eral sentiment on that subject. That 
party, seems, however, to be collective- 
ly able to harmonize only upon a plank 
that admits that revision may from 
time to time be necessary, but it is so 
phrased that it is expected to be sat- 
factory to those in favor of an increase 
of duty, to those who favor a reduction 
thereof, and to those opposed to any 
change, whatever. 

Judged by the record of performance, 
rather than that of promise, on the part 
of that party in the past, it would seem 
as if the outcome, in the event ef its 
guccess would be to gratify the latter 
class. With absolute control of both 
the legislative and executive depart- 
ments of the government since March 
4th, 1897, there has been neither reduc- 
tion nor an attempt at reduction in tar- 
iff duties. It is not unreasonable to as- 
sume, in the light of that record, that 
a future Congress of that party will 
not undertake a revision of the tariff 
downward in the event that it shall re- 
ceive an endorsement of its past course 
on that subject by the people. It isa 
fact and should Je frankly conceded 
that should our party be successful in 
the coming contest we cannot hope to 
secure a majority in the senate during 
the next four years, and hence we shall 
be unable to secure any modification in 
the tariff save that to which the Re- 
publican majority in the senate may 
consent. White, therefore, we are '\n- 
able to give assurance of relief to the 
people from such excessive duties 4s 
burden. them, it is due to them that we 
state our position to be in favor 
of a reasonable reduction of the tariff; 
we belive that it is. demanded. by 
the best interests of both manufactur- 
er and consumer and.that.a wise and 
beneficent revision of, the tariff can be 
accomplished as Sdon as both branches 
of Congress and an executive in favor 
of it are electe? without creating that

It is difficult to understand how any | or civilizing” evangelization in foreign 


citizen of the United States, much less 
a descendant of Revolutionary stock, 
can tolerate the thought of perma- 
nently denying the right of self-gov- 
ernment to the Filipinos. Can we hope 
to instill into the minds of our des- 
cendants reverence and devotion for 
a government by the people, while de- 
nyine ultimately that right to the in- 
habitants of distant countries, whose 
territory we have acquired either by 
purchase or by force? Can we say to 
the Filipinos, ‘Your lives, your liber- 
ty and your property may be taken 
from you without due process of law 
for all time,” and expect we Will long 
glory in that feature of Magna Char- 
ta, which has become incorporated, in 
substance and effect, into the Con- 
stitution of every State, as well as into 
the Fourteenth Amendment — to 
Constitution of the United States? Can 
we hope for the respect of the civilized 
world, while proudly guaranteeing 
every citizen of the United States 
that no law shall be made or enforced 
which shall abridge the privileges or 
immunities of citizens of the United 
States, or deny to any person the 
equal protection of the laws, and at 
the same time, not only deny similar 
rights to the inhabitants of the Phil- 
ippines, but take away from them the 
right of trial by jury, and place their 
lives and the disposition of their prop- 
erty in the keeping of those whom we 
send to them to be their governors?

The combinations, popularly called 
trusts, which aim to secure a monopoiy 
of trade ‘in the necessaries of life as 
well as in those things that are em- 
ployed upon the farm, in the factory 
and in many other fields of industry. 
have been encouraged and stimulated 
by excessive tariff duties. These oper- 
ate to furnish a substantial market in 
the necessities of eighty millions of 
people by practically excluding compe- 
tition, With so large a market and 
highly remunerative prices continu- 
ing long after the line of possible 
competition would naturally be reach- 
ed, the temptation of all engaged in 
the same business to combine so as to 
prevent competition, at home and a 
resulting reduction of prices, has prov- 
ed irresistible in a number of cases, All 
men must agree that the net result vf 
enacting laws that foster such inequl- 
table conditions, it most unfortunate 
for the people as a whole, and it 
would seem if all ought to 
that the effective remedy would 
to appropriately modify the offendin2 
law. The growth of monopoly, of 
which complaint is justly made, cal- 
not be laid at the doors of the cours 
of this country. The decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
the Court of Appeals of this State, 
and the. courts of last resort in many 
other states, warrant the asserticen 
that the common law as developed af- 
fords a complete legal remedy against 
monopolies. The fact that they have 
multiplied in number and increased in 
power nas been due, not to the failure 
of the courts to apply the law when 
properly moved by administrative of- 
ficials or private individuals, but. to 
the failure of officials charged  witn 
the duty of enforcing the law to take 
the necessary procedure to procure the 
judgments of th® courts in the appro- 
priate jurisdiction, coupled with. the 
fact at the legislative departments 
of some of our State governments, as 
well as Congress in the manner alrea- 
ay referred to, have, by legislation, 
encouraged their propagation. What is 
needed—in addition to the passage of 
a statute revising the tariff duties 
toa reasonable basis—is not so much 
other and different laws, as officiais 
having both the disposition and the 
courage to enforce existing law, While 
this is my view of the scope of the 
common law, if’it should .be made to 
appear that it is a mistaken one, then 
I favor such further legislation with- 
in constitutional limitations as will 
give the people a just and full meas-
